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TIPS  ON  USING  THE  KWIC  INDEX 


The  KWIC  (pronounced  “quick”)  index  gets  its  name  from  the  Key 
Word  in  Context  computer  program  on  which  it  is  based. 

The  computer  is  given  a  brief  description  of  every  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ment  branch  and  agency,  including  key  words  describing  their  activities 
and  clientele.  A  complete  list  of  these  key  words  is  then  arranged  alpha¬ 
betically  by  the  computer. 

Under  each  key  word  is  listed  the  name,  description  and  telephone 
number  of  each  branch  or  agency  that  has  an  activity  or  clientele  cor¬ 
responding  to  the  key  word.  If  several  key  words  apply  to  a  branch, 
the  branch  entry,  containing  name,  description  and  telephone  number, 
will  appear  under  each  of  the  key  words. 

You  don’t  have  to  be  familiar  with  the  structure  of  the  Government  to 
find  the  help  you  need.  Simply  identify  your  area  of  interest  in  general 
terms  and  look  up  key  words  which  describe  the  topic  (e.g.  LIVESTOCK, 
CONDOMINIUM)  or  clientele  (e.g.  MUNICIPALITIES,  YOUTH). 
If  you  can’t  find  the  key  word,  think  of  alternative  ways  of  expressing 
the  idea;  for  example:  pensioners,  old  folks,  seniors  come  under  the 
key  word  “SENIOR  CITIZENS”.  Each  entry  begins  with  the  Ministry 
and  branch,  or  the  agency  name.  (These  names  are  also  key  words,  so 
you  can  find  out  what  specific  Ministries  do  by  looking  them  up  alpha¬ 
betically  by  name.)  To  conserve  space,  many  ministry  names  have  been 
abbreviated.  A  list  of  these  abbreviations  follows. 

“PUBLICATIONS”  at  the  end  of  an  entry  means  publications  are 
available  describing  branch  or  agency  activities.  All  telephone  numbers 
are  in  the  416  area  code  unless  otherwise  stated.  Many  ministries  have 
regional  offices  throughout  the  province.  When  an  entry  advises  you  to 
“CONTACT  REGIONAL  OFFICE”  consult  your  local  telephone  di¬ 
rectory  listing  under  Government  for  the  Ministry  office  in  your  region. 

Acronyms  or  short  forms  of  names  such  as  OHIP,  OMERS,  are  used 
throughout  the  index.  A  list  of  these  acronyms  and  their  full  names 
appears  in  Appendix  A. 

To  write  to  any  Ontario  Government  Branch  or  Agency,  address  your 
letter  using  the  branch  (agency)  name,  the  ministry,  Queen’s  Park, 
Toronto.

NEW  MINISTRY  OF  CULTURE  AND  RECREATION 


On  December  20,  1974,  the  Ontario  Legislature  passed  AN  ACT  TO 
ESTABLISH  THE  MINISTRY  OF  CULTURE  AND  RECREATION. 
When  the  Act  comes  into  effect  early  in  1975,  the  new  Ministry  of  Cul¬ 
ture  and  Recreation  will  be  responsible  for  a  broad  range  of  activities 
pertaining  to  quality  of  life  in  Ontario. 

Established  programs  concerning  heritage  conservation,  culture  and 
performing  arts,  citizenship,  citizens’  inquiries,  sports  and  recreation, 
and  youth  will  be  transferred  from  other  ministries  to  form  the  basis 
of  the  Ministry  of  Culture  and  Recreation. 

When  the  KWIC  INDEX  was  printed  the  Act  was  not  in  effect;  there¬ 
fore,  responsibilities  of  Culture  and  Recreation  are  listed  under  their 
former  ministries.  This  should  not  hinder  the  INDEX  user,  since  per¬ 
sonnel  and  phone  numbers  for  the  activities  have  not  changed.
